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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The proposed amendment filed on October 29, 2007 after a final 
rejection will not be entered because the amendment discloses new claims 
which raise new issues that would require further consideration and search. 

Specifically, the amendment discloses new claims 23-25 have 
incorporated the new terminology that the topography feature of a flexible 
mold comprises lithium salt of an organic fluorine compound is selected from 
the group consisting of CF3S03Li, (CnF2n+lS02)2NLi wherein n is 1, 
LiS03C2F4S03Li, CF3C02Li, (CF3CO)2NLi, (CF3S02)3CLi, and 
(CF3S02)2CFLi, or n is an integer of 1 or 2, or n is 2. 

The features of the flexible mold have not previously been cjjeftned as 
comprising such features, which is described above. Therefore, 
reconsideration of the art of record, as well as possible consideration of other 
art would necessary to determine if the new claim language was not taught 
or suggested by the prior art. 

Applicant's arguments filed with the amendment have been considered, 
but not found persuasive. The arguments relating to the features of the 
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flexible mold according to the proposed amendment are moot, as the 
amendment will not be entered.
